Chicago —#>— Secretary of Agri- 


culture Wallace was urged today to 
attempt to settle a strike that has 
halted trading at the huge stock 
yards. 


Directors of the Chicago Live- 


stock Exchange, made up of com- 
missioners who buy and sell meat 
animals at the world's greatest 
market, sent a telegram to Wal- 
lace, warning him that the indus- 
try would suffer "great losses" un- 
less the dispute ended quickly. 


"We felt," the appeal set forth, 


"that you could and would, by 
using your great influence with the 
president of the United States or 
the secretary of labor, bring about 
an immediate conclusion of this un 
happy situation." 


They urged him, in behalf of pro 


ducers and shippers, to act "with 
the least possible delay." 


The exchange spokesmen also an- 


nounced the CIO union sponsoring 
the strike had agreed to permit the 
commission men to feed and water 
stock in the pens today and to- 
morrow provided no effort was 
made to sell the animals. 


Market Paralyzed 


The market was virtually para 


lyzed on the third day of the strike 
of 500 workers. 


No livestock came into the open 


market. All that were left to be 
sold were a few hundred head of 
hogs owned by yard traders who 
were watering and feeding them. 


Today's 
receipts 
of 8,000 head 


were either direct to packers or 
for the International Livestock ex 
position opening Saturday in the 
mammoth international amphithea- 
ter at the stockyards. Private hand- 
lers and show retainers were hand- 
ling the exhibition animals. . 


WhUe trade was paralyzed, a un- 


ion leader threatened to extend the 
strike into the huge meat packing 
plants and cripple or stop entirely 
the knives of the industry in Chi- 
cago, which Poet Carl Sandburg 
called the "hog butcher for the 
world."

No Trading Today 


Packers and livestock commission 


merchants said they would attempt 
no trading in the yards today. The 
Chicago Livestock Exchange, an or- 
ganization of commission 
traders 


who represent farmer sellers, have 
an 
agreement 
with the striking 


handlers not to attempt to sell or 
weigh any animals. 


A union chieftain said attempts 


to move meat animals through the 
stockyards before settlement of the 
dispute would be countered with 
a strike call to some 20,000 packing 
house workers. 


The labor leader, President Ben- 


jamin Brown of the CIO Stock 
Handlers' union, asserted such a 
strike would cripple 90 per cent 
of the packing plants' activities." 


At present the dispute involves 


an estimated 575 stock handlers and 
the union Stockyard and Transit 
company. The farm manages the 
stockyards which serve as a market 
independent of the packing plants. 
Handlers unload and feed livestock 
in the pens and drive the animals 
to the slaughter houses. 


60,000 Head Moved 


Approximately 60,000 head 
of 


cattle, hogs and sheep stranded by 
the strike were moved through the 
yards yesterday by white-collared 
commission men before expiration 
of a truce. The CIO handlers have 
banned further operations pending 
settlement of the dispute. 


The scheduled arrival of 10,000 


head 
of livestock from 
farms, 


coupled with an announcement by 
the stockyards management that it 
would "continue to operate", prom- 
ised a precipitate a crisis. 


There was a possibility, too, that 


a rival A. F. of L. group of stock- 
handlers might go to work despite 


flowage, but failed to return. The boat was found floating 
in the water, leading authorities to fear the men had drown- 
ed. The boat was right side up and the oars were still in it, 
however.

Willkie gave his estimate to the 


congressional committee investiga- 
ting the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity. 


On Oct. 29. another utility execu- 


tive, Floyd L. Carlisle of the Con- 
solidated Edison company, announc- 
ed that utility 
executives 
had 


agreed on the first step of a power 
expansion program envisioning the 
spending of $2,00,000,000 in the next 
two years. 


Provides Many Jobs 


This expansion was to help meet 


what military experts had describ- 
ed a possibility of a power shortage 
iii event of wartime drain on pres- 
ent facilities. 


Willkie described the utility in- 


dustry as one "which more than any 
other can stimulate the floxv of cap- 
ital and 
the 
re-employment of 


men." 


Utilities are not spending more, 


he said, because "the investor is 
afraid of what the government in- 
tends to do with the utilities. He 
will remain afraid as long as the 
basic problem of subsidized federal 
competition is unsolved." 


Before Willkie testified, another 


utility leader told the committee 
that any large industry had a right 
to keep the public informed of its 
activities.

'Chronic Alcoholic' 


Harrison. Mich.—W)—Defense at- 


torneys who contend . that Carl 
"Jack" Livingston was insane when 
Isaiah Leebove was killed last May 
14, elicited from a state medical wit- 
ness at the murder trial here today 
testimony that Livingston was a 
"chronic alcoholic," and that alco- 
holism is a cause of insanity. 


Dr. B. J. Sanford, Clare, was the 


first witness called after Attorney 
General Albert D. Wing in an open- 
ing statement declared that Liv- 
ingston was sane, but motivated by 
"hatred and jealousy" of Leebove. 


Dr. Sanford was called to estab- 


lish the death of Leebove, but the 
defense, establishing that Livings- 
ton had been one of his patients, 
cross-examined him on the defend- 
dant's mental condition.

er, Alexander KosariefT, and four 
other high officials. 


They were accused of protecting 


morally corrupt, drunken and trai- 
torous elements within Komsomol, 
from the ranks of which the com- 
munist party recruits new mem- 
bers. 


Komsomol was purged some 14 


months ago when five secretaries 
and eight other officials were oust- 
ed and Kosarieff was sternly re- 
buked and warned to put his or- 
ganization in order. That reorgan 
ization continued until March. 1938 
when a halt was called and "over- 
vigilance" was blamed for the un- 
justified expulsion of thousands of 
members (Komsomol's membership 
in 1935 was 6,000.000).

The decree defining the means of 


collecting the fine in four install- 
ments was published in the official 
gazette as the German propaganda 
machine went into full swing with 
a warning no mercy would be ac- 
corded in writing "the last chapter 
of the Jewish question in 
Ger- 


many." 


The levy is to be imposed on Ger- 


man Jews and those who live in 
Germany but are without citizen- 
ship in other countries. 
Foreign 


Jewish citizens are exempt 


Payments are to be made to the 


state treasury. Payments by insur- 
ance companies to Jews for damage 
done their shops and synagogs dur- 
ing the Nov. 10 violence, after Vom 
Rain's death, are to be turned over 
to the government 


New Penalties Provided 


These amounts will be accepted 


as partial payment of the levy. If 
the insurance payments exceed the 
20 per cent levy, however, the en- 
tire amount will be confiscated by 
the government 


The entire 2d per cent levy must 


be paid by Aug. 15, 1939. Jews just 
make their payments without fur- 
ther notice and will be subject to 
further penalties if they fail to do 
so. 


Their financial condition as of 


Nov. 12, 1938, when the levy was 
announced, will determine the size 
of their contributions. 


Any Jew desiring to 
emigrat* 


must pay his full 20 per cent be- 
fore he will be permitted to leava 
Germany. 


In case the 20 per cent levy does 


not yield the full billion marks 
($400,000,000) of-the fine, the 
fi- 


nance ministry reserves the right to 
raise the percentage to such higher 
figure as may be necessary. 


Up To Collectors 


The decree gives a possible ave- 


nue of escape to married couples 
of which one member is non-Jewish 
for it is provided that only 
the 


Jewish partner of such a marriage 
is compelled to pay his or

share. Hence the fate of

couples depends on whether prop- 
erty is in the name of the Jewish 
or non-Jewish partner.

Hanna said, calls himself an un- 
profitable servant and a failure

"These two groups of people are 


very similar. Both are striving hard 
in their lives, one to subdue tension 
and the other to submit to this ten- 
sion and to embrace it to find a 
great ideal." 


Dr. Hanna said "the only people 


who can really end their lives with 
an inward peace arc those 
who 


have been living in the spirit of 
eternal Thanksgiving and "Thanks-

who has been called to Berlin to report to Chancellor Hitler on the 
"strange attitude" of the United States toward German handling of the 
Jews, is in a position, fortunately, to give his government a frank and 
accurate picture, if that is what is wanted. 
While this move probably was primarily in retalia- 


tion for the calling home of our ambassador, Hugh 
Wilson, it is fortunate that Dieckhoff is going back, 
because, whether a full report is asked for, Germtn 
officials inevitably will gather some indication of how 
much the handling of the Jewish question has cost 
Germany in American goodwill. 


Ambassador Dieckhoff knows America well. In the 


first place he is a career diplomat, and has been in A 
the German diplomatic service for nearly 30 jears. * 
so that by training he is an experienced judge of opin- 
ion and currents of feeling. It has been his business to 
detect them and resort them. Furthermore he is a 
pleasant and charming person, who has enjoyed 
many years of popularity in Washington. 


Dieckhoff long antedates the Hitler regime, of

Learn Resistance of Pro- 


duce Against Various 


D i s e a s e s 


Outagamie county farmers each 


year have an opportunity to make 
a study of various strains of pro- 
duce and their disease resistance 
in test plots. 


For the second year test plots in 


cabbage were carried out in the 
Shiocton area, according to R. C. 
Swanson, Outagamie county agri- 
cultural agent. 
The 
main pur- 


pose of the plots is to show the dif- 
ference in Yellow resistance in the 
various varieties. Certain varieties 
break down completely from the 
effects of this disease which is car- 
ried in the soil, while other vari- 
eties are able to withstand it al- 
most 100 per cent. 


The cabbage harvest has jusi 


been completed and the complete 
reports on the varieties as to their 
Yellows resistance are available at 
the county agent's office. 
Resist- 


ance was first developed by select- 
ing heads in a field badly affected 
with Yellows. These heads tha 
grew in spite of the disease sick 
soil had some resistance and by 
continuing this selection many va- 
rieties yore developed with ninetj 
to ninety-seven- resistance. 


Visit Plots 


These 
plots were located on 


Highway 54 and the 
experiments 


conducted through the cooperation 
of the owner, Rudolph Locke, the 
Shiocton Agricultural department, 
and the Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture. A number of the farmers 
visited the plots to study for them- 
selves the varieties which did not 
withstand the effects of the disease. 


The sugar beet harvest has been 


completed, - and results now are 
available as to the effect of fertil- 
izer on the sugar beet crop, accord- 
ing to Agent Swanson. After check- 
ing the results it was apparent that 
even on the fertile test plot soil, 
commercial fertilizer had a good 
effect. 


On one plot fertilizer was work- 


ed into the soil at a depth of six to 
eight inches and in addition to this 
fertilizer was drilled in the row. 
The effect of broadcasting fertilizer 
and working it in deep seems to be 
a large yield. Sugar beets are deep 
feeders and can use fertilizer that 
has been worked down in this way. 
An increase of approximately five 
tons per acre in the fertilized plot 
over the unfertilized gave a very 
good return for the cost of fertiliz-

Rocket have proved to be two very 
troublesome weeds that are getting 
started in this area, according to 
Agent Swanson. Creeping Jenny is 
a weed with an appearance similar 
to wild buckwheat but it is a per- 
ennial plant with roots that are 
very difficult to kill. The most suc- 
cessful method for small patches 
pppears to be chemical which may 
be applied in the wet or dry form. 
Late October or early November is 
the best time to attempt control in 
this manner. The effects of this 
chemical application, of course, can 
be seen better in the spring of the 
year, as within two days after ap- 
plication everything on w,hich the 
chemical has been applied is com- 
pletely dead. However, the amount 
of life left in the roots will show 
up the following spring.

Out of the welter of details flowing 


from the Reich since the release of Nazi 
fury upon the assassination of Vom Rath 
we select the interview with lone Robin- 
son, an Oregon girl who was in Berlin 
pursuing her studies under an art scholar- 
ship and has just returned to New York, 


• as both clear and typical. 


Said this young woman: 


"I was buying films in a camera 


shop. Suddenly I heard shouts, then 
glass breaking and splintering wood. 
The proprietor knew what the sound 
meant. 'Don't look,' he said sadly in 
English, these are not the real German 
people.' I wanted him to continue but 
he turned away and said 'You know I 
cannot speak.' ... 


"Across the street I joined the little 


crowd watching a small furniture store 
being wrecked by a dozen young men 
in mufti. . . . Nearby a policeman 
watched too. . . . The wreckers broke 
everything. 
They did not stop with 


smashing the arms or legs of chairs. 
They smashed the pieces into smaller 
pieces. ... I was struck by the inten- 
sity of the men. some of them very 
young 
They laughed as they de- 


stroyed and seemed full of a horrible 
spirit of destruction. ... 


"But many silent ones who watched 


did not relish what they saw. I saw 
horror and shame in their eyes, the 
helpless look that I had seen in the 
eyes of the camera shop man. I was 
convinced a majority there detested 
•what they saw. . . . 
"Then I toured the city and every- 


where it was the same. Young men 
smashing 
Police standing by sheep- 


ishly. 
"In one case I saw the wreckers 


chase the proprietor up the street. 
They knocked him down and pounded 
his head against the sidewalk until I 
lelt certain it was fractured. They 
beat him and at the end each gave 
him a vicious kick. ... 


"A German friend of mine said— 
This is not Germany. I am frightened 
at what has happened. I cannot bear 
to think of what is going to happen. 
It is terrible." 
There are those who declare that some 


antipathy always exists between races, a 
Spaniard doesn't like a Frenchman, an 
Irishman laughs at English discomfiture, 
a Dutchman may turn up his nose at a 
Belgian blunder, but these racial foibles 
could hardly, we believe, rise to the prom- 
inence of a sadistic personal attack of 
cruelty and vengeance. 


It is quite likely that millions of Ger- 


mans look upon this conduct for exactly 
what it is—a throwback to barbarism pure 
and simple. Perhaps even 90 per cent of 
the German people regret what has hap- 
pened, would not themselves participate 
and would be glad to make amends. 


But what can they do? 
Alas, they surrendered their wrists into 


the keeping of the men who were going 
to put on them only silken gyves. They 
gave up their liberty upon the promise 
that the dictators had only the best of 
purposes and were aiming to bring them 
joy and comfort. They had made an error 
they made before in their history and 
that has been made by a good many races 
at various times down through the ages, 
and that error is to concede that an in- 
dividual's liberty is safer in someone else's 
hands than his own. 


It is an error from which people are 


seldom retrieved except after the most 
bloody and fearsome experiences. 


And then, the strange part of it is. 


they may shortly after paying the price 
lor the recovery of the precious boon 
again surrender it upon some sweet prom- 
ise made by a baritone orator as he mops 
his brow and wipes his eyes after nam- 
ing the wrongs he wishes to correct for 
his beloved people.

lot-power by instituting aeronauti- 
cal courses at land grant colleges. 


The Civil Aeronautics Authority, 


which supplanted the old Bureau of 
Air Commerce last August, appar- 
ently is developing its own plan to 
encourage private flying. 


"We have no mandate to mili- 


tarize civil aviation," Edward J. No- 
ble, authority chairman, said in a j 
recent address. 
"Turning the aim 


of the airplane from economic to 
military use is a matter for military 
experts. But we can at least give 
them the material to be expert 
with." 


He advocated such an increase in 


private flying that the nation would 
have about 250.000 civilian airplanes 
in daily use Currently it has about 
10,000.

In some 


but not all cases they have met 
with success. One physician treat- 
ed 48 patients for stammering, and 
reported that 15 were cured and 
19 were helped. The others seem 
to have made no improvement in 
speech. 


When patients are treated, they 


almost always are hypnotized time 
and again. A 17-year-old boy was 
hypnotized 
72 times before 
his 


stammering was partly cured. Oth- 
er ways of treating stammering are 
known, and many doctors believe 
it is better not to use hypnotism. 


Prof. G. H. Estabrooks, of Col- 


gate university, who has made a 
long study of hypnotism, says: 


"When hypnotism is tried by *n 


amateur, it may do a great deal 
of harm. 
It is nerve-racking to 


have a subject refuse to wake up, 
or to RO to sleep again whenever 
you look at him." 


People usually forget most, 
if 


not all, of the words spoken 
to 


them while they are hypnotized. 
When they are hypnotized again, 
however,

remember 
what 


happened the time before. 


People who have forgotten events 


of their childhood arc likely to re- 
member them while in the sleep of 
hypnotism.
